This  year,  Utah,  fresh  from  a 
20-14  triumph  over  Big  Seven 
power  Missouri,  looms  as  an  over- 
whelming favorite.  The  ’Skins 
also  dumped  rugged  Idaho,  20-13, 
and  lost  a close  14-13  decision  to 
Oregon.

Rare  Instrument  Collection 
Donated  to  BYU  Music  Dept. 


One  of  the  nation’s  finest  col- 
lections of  ancient  musical  in-  j 
struments — the  Van  Buren  Col- 
lection from  Pacific  Palisades, 
Calif,  -has  been  donated  to  Brig-  j 
ham  Young  University  music  de-  j 
partment. 

The  group  represents  the  life-  j 
time  work  of  Mrs.  Lotta  Van  Bur- 
en Bizallion  of  Pacific  Palisades,  ! 
noted  collector  and  restorer  of  j 
old  instruments.  She  has  assisted 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  New  ] 
York  and  Yale  University  in 
assemblying ' their  collections. 

The  instruments  were  received 
by  Clawson  Cannon,  BYU  music 
instructor,  who  went  to  Pacific 
Palisades  to  supervise  packing  j 
and  shipping  of  the  valuable ! 
items.  The  gift  also  included  Mrs.  | 
Bizallion’s  wardrobe  of  authen-  - 
tic  Elizabethan  costumes  and  li-  ] 
brary  of  books  on  old  instru-’ 
ments  and  music  for  the  instru- 
ments. 

Mrs.  Bizallion  became  acquaint- 
ed with  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
through  the  late  Emma  Lucy 
Gates  Bowen,  Utah  opera  star  a 
generation  ago,  who  performed 
several  times  with  Mrs.  Bizallion 
and  became  her  close  friend. 


Mrs.  Bizallion  is  now  Retiring 
and  sought  a good  home  for  her 
instruments  "where  they  would 
be  used.” 

She  pronounced  them  one  of 
the  two  best  groups  of  usable 
old  instruments  in  the  country, 
the  other  being  at  Yale  Univer- 
sity. The  collection  has  been 
sought  by  many  universities,  but 
Mrs.  Bizallion  has  refused  to 
sell  it. 

The  instruments  include  a harp- 1 
siehord,  keyboard  instrument  j 
which  plucks  strings;  a spinet,  I 
small  .harpsichord;  a virginals.! 
small  rectangular  spinet  without; 
legs;  and  a clavichord,  keyboard1 
instrument  that,  preceded  the  pi- 
ano. 

Also  included  are  six  gambas, 
viols  held  between  the  knees; 
a cittern,  medevial  lute-like  in-

Law  School  Tests 
To  be  Administered 
During  School  Year 

The  Law  School  Admission  Test 
required  of  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  a number  of  leading 
American  law  schools,  will  be 
given  at  more  than  100  centers 
throughout  the  United  States  on 
the  mornings  of  November  12, 
1955,  February  18,  April  21,  and 
August  11,  1956.  During  1954-55 
•ly  10,000  applicants  took  this 
test,  and  their  scores  were  sent  to 
over  100  law  schools. 

A candidate  must  make  separ- 
ate application  for  admission  to 
each  law  school  of  his  choice  and 
should  inquire  of  each  whether  it 
wishes  him  to  take  the  Law 
School  Admission  Test  and  when. 
Since  many  law  schools  select 
their  freshman  classes  in  the 
spring  preceding  their  entrance, 
candidates  for  admission  to  next 
year’s  classes  are  advised  ordin- 
arily to  take  either  the  November 
or  the  February  test,  if  possible. 

. The  Law  School  Admission 
Test,  prepared  and  administered 
by  Educational  Testing  Service, 
features  objective  questions  mea- 
suring verbal  aptitudes  and  rea- 
soning ability  rather  than  ac- 
quired information.  It  cannot  be 
“crammed”  for.  Sample  questions 
and  information  regarding  reg- 
istration for  and  administration 
of  the  test  are  given  in  a Bulle- 
tin of  Information.
